ing the way to those who are seek­ 
ing for him the democratic presi­ 
dential nomination, 
Seator 
Reed, 
of Missouri, has decided that he 
will not again run for the senate. 
The senator’s position, set forth 
in a statement by Samuel W. For- 
dyce, chairman of the Missouri dem­ 
ocratic state committee, makes it 
clear that while he himself is not 
seeking the nomination, he is aware 
that his friends are doing so in his 
behalf. 
Chairman 
Fordyce 
Issued 
his 
statement after a conference with 
the senator, and declared he made 
it public “because of persistent ru­ 
mors, started presumably by cer­ 
tain mietropolitan newspapers, that 
senator Reed is not seeking the 
nomination for president.” 
Observing 
that 
great 
pressure 
had been exerted to persuade Sen­ 
ator Reed to file for re-nomination 
to the senate before expieration of 
the time limit in Missouri in June, 
next year, Fordyce said he could 
say, however, that Reed ‘‘will not 
under any circumstances” again be­ 
come a senate candidate. 
Another 
statement 
concerning 
democratic 
presidential possibili­ 
ties was before the public today, 
coming 
from 
Norman 
E. 
Mack, 
democratic national committeeman 
from New Y'ork, in support of Gov­ 
ernor Smith, and declaring ‘‘dead 
forever” the “so-called religious is­ 
sue.” 
‘‘It is far more important,” Mack 
said, 
‘‘that 
the 
religious 
issue, 
which was excluded by the farmers 
of the constitution, shall be perm­ 
anently excluded than that a pres­ 
ident shall be chosen from either 
of the parties. 
Church and state 
never have been related in Ameri­ 
can politics, religious affiliations of 
candidates are not issues in state 
campaigns and there can be

Smith 
was the only man who could carry 
New York state for the democrats. 
FTiends of Senator Rood, Fordyce 
said in his statement, would

for our firm conviction that he can 
be nominated and will be elected.”

gable streams of the country 
a nd 
submit to congress a program 
fo r 
their control. 
Named the “Flood Co ntro l Act o f 
1928,” the hill by directing the g o v ­ 
ernment to shoulder the 
entire ex ­ 
pense runs 
counter 
to 
the 
pla n 
designed by Major Genera l Ja dwin, 
chief of army engineers, a nd reco m­ 
mended to congress by 
President 
Coolidge. 
The Jadwin pla n pro po s­ 
ed that 
the 
government 
sho uld 
bear 80 per cent of the co st a nd 
the valley states the 
rema ining 2 0 
per cent. 
The measure does not specify tho 
amount of money to be 
a ppro pria t­ 
ed and would designate the 
Missis­ 
sippi 
river 
commission

agency to consider this. 
The co m­ 
mission in a report to General Ja d­ 
win recommended an ex penditure 
of $775,000,000 while the 
a rmy eng i­ 
neer’s program fixed the

the commission be made 
a n a dv is­ 
ory body to the army eng ineers, de­ 
priving it of its present
